PRESSURE URGED 


Mr. Mathews—I suggest that the 
General Council of County Councils 
should bring pressure to bear on the 
authorities to see that. the whole 
voting for the Senate is made public. 

Mr. McGahon—You don’t suggest 
that we should have open voting for 
it. 

Mr. Mathews—It would be about 
the best thing that could happen. 

Mr. L. J. Walsh said no one 
wanted to cast any reflection on the 
manner in which Mr. Brown was 
conducting the election, but public 
bodies were surely entitled to know 
the result of the voting contest in 
which they had taken part.

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No Post-war 
Preparation 


There was no evidence of any pre: 
paration for the post-war period in 
this un or no evidence of any 
intention drastically to reform the 
social system, which was the root 
cause of so many of their social 
evils, said Mr. W. Mullen, ex-M.P., 
Vice-Preside of the Irizh Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, at the 
resumed annual conference in Cork 
yesterday. 

The union, he said, was not alone 
concerned about the acute problem 
of the emergency, but it was allo 
looking ahead to the problems of 
the post-war period. International 
relationships would be disturbed for 
some years ahead, roductive 
capacity would be negligible in many 
countries, land would go out of 
cultivation, and this would take 
some years to correct and put right. 

They would probably have their 
own difficulties in trying to absorb 
into industry their returning exiles. 
It was, however, apparent that 
adequate consideration was not 
being devoted to this supremely 
vital matter. They had been 
urging for some time past that 
the best brains in the country 
should be concentrated on this task ;
